The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. Section one of chapter 129 of the gen-
eral Jaws of 1869, entitled an act to fix the compensa-
tion of the members of the board of supervisors in the
counties of Calumet and Columbia, is hereby amended
so as to read as follows: The members of the board
of supervisors of the county of Columbia shall each
receive three dollurs per day for each and every da
they shall be employed on the session of the boarc{
and six cents per mile for going to and returning from
the place of holding such session. But no supervisor
shall be allowed to draw any pay for more than twen-
ty-five days’ attendance on the county board in one
year.

SecTiON 2. Section two of said chapter is hereby
amended so as to read as ‘follows: Section ten of
chapter 129 of the general laws of 1861, section 49 of
chapter 18 of the revised statutes, and all acts or parts
of acts corflicting with the provisions of this act, so far
as the:1 county of Columbia 18 eoneerned, are hereby re-

aled.
